A short Negro man walked into 
the Atlanta Currency Exchange 
and Williamson Company real es- 
tate office at 855 Hnter St., S. W.., 
yesterday and ordered R. C. Thom- 
as, Manager, to “get up,” police 
said. 

Thomas told Dets. J. L. Mosely 
and Y. H, Allen he looked up from 
his desk to see the man produce 
a .32-caliber pistol from his pocket. 
A taller Negro stood in the outer 
office with a gun drawn on seven 
employees, Thomas said, while a 
third bandit lounged outside the 
cashier’s office. 

“This is a holdup,” the short 
Negro said. “Get out there and 
open up the safe.”

It soon will be corn-planting time. This year the South- 
east will plant more of the miracle hybrid corn than 
ever before. An estimated additional million acres will be seeded 
with the various hybrids, white and yellow. 

Florida, Georgia and South Carolina now have their own hybrids. 
All States are at work on new corn crossings, suited to the de- 
mands of climate and soil. 

For a long time it chiefly was “Tennessee 10” which sustained 
the northern tier of Southern States. It could be planted with 
success as far south as Macon, Ga. South of there it sometimes 
did well, but it was a riSk. 


Error The South was slew to take to hybrids because of an 

early error. Salesmen sold them hybrids from the Mid- 
west. Farmers who bought learned the hard way that hybrids, 
even more than the normally produced seed, must be more care- 
fully selected to meet local conditions. Having been burned once, 
fhey were reluctant to try again. Tennessee was the first Southern 
State to produce a hybrid in commercial volume. It was suited 
to the Tennessee climate and was adaptable to a region roughly 
200 miles south of the Volunteer State line. : 

North Florida’s really excellent experiment station, which has 
done excellent work on blue lupine and a cross between sea island 
and upland cotton, to mention just two fascinating studies, came 
through with a corn which met the demands of the soils and 
climate of a semitropical region. 

Now all Southern States have their own hybrids. Georgia is 
producing her own, one fitted to the cool reaches of North Georgia 
and others which will thrive in the warmer areas. 

Methods Production of hybrid corn seed is one of the tedious, 
exacting, brow-knitting jobs in agriculture. Experi- 
ment stations spent from seven to 10 years before attaining the 


best of hundreds of cross-breeding experiments. Once the most => 


desirable grain is determined, the work of commercial seed pro- 


duction remains one requiring almost the precision of a watch- Re 


maker and a great deal more worry. 


As the corn grows it is watched and tended with all the care * . 


a laboratory attendant bestows upon an important test-tube ex- 
periment. It is watched hour by hour as the time approaches for 


the seed parent corn to be detasseled. This is a precise job which << oe 
must be done in a hurry and which requires skill, knowing hands {ea 


and eyes. 
Toil From 5,000 to 8,000 tassels per acre must be removed 
before they begin to shed pollen not wanted or needed. 
In every eight rows six are detasseled. It is the six detasseled 
rows of parent strain which are fertilized (pollinated) by the two 
rows of tasseled (male) corn which forces, or produces, a cross 
of the two foundation. strains. The work of pollination also is 
done by hand by trained crews going along the rows on foot. 

As the corn nears maturity, daily -notice is taken. The corn 
must be harvested as soon as ripe. It cannot be left in the field 
to dry down to safe storage condition. It is gathered when the 
moisture content is about 35 percent and is then dried artificially 
to about 14 percent. After being dried, the seed is sorted and 
inspected. There is, incidentally, .no difference in the producing 
power of the different sizes. Germination tests are run and the 
seed then treated chemically to prevent any development of dis- 
ease organisms which might be in the seed itself and to sterilize 
the outside of the seed. It then is stored for sale and planting. 

Patience, skill, care, back-breaking, arm-wearing work go into 
the production of the hybrids. :

WASHINGTON—Sen. J. William Fulbright,

More progress has been made in the livestock 
industry in Georgia than any other “crop” since 
the invasion of the boll weevil about 1919, at 
which time it was hard to find many No. 1 hogs 
grown in the State. In fact, in 1914, when the 
Moultrie Packing Company was organized in 
Moultrie, it was stated that a “No. 1’ hog could 
not be found in the whole Moultrie area, and a 
carload of livestock—cows and hogs—had never 
been shipped from that section.” 

Now, at Moultrie, is located the largest pack- 
ing plant in the Souheast fdr processing live 

a 2 stock—and the Swift plant—the outgrowth of the 

original “Moultrie Packing Company.” At that 

Stiles A. Martin time, there were abattoirs and some plants in 

the State that processed meat for loeal “butchers”. and/or meat 

markets. The White Packing Company in Atlanta was one plant 
that also pioneered in meat abmunaiae in Georgia. 

With the advent of the boll weevil into the State, South Geor- 
gia farmers begen to grow peanuts as a cash and “forage” crop 
for their hogs, and as a result we have the famous “Georgia Pea- 
nut Hams,” with the hogs feeding themselves in the peanut fields 


and fattening themselves thereby. 

As a result of the growth.of the livestock industry in the State, 
four major firms have established packing plants in Georgia, in- 
cluding Armour, Cudahy, Swift and Wilson, and aldng with many 
other meat plants, buy end process thousands of Georgia cattle and 


hogs annually. 

Also, as a result ei. ome in livestock growing, 
there are now 106 livestock a sales for livestock held in 
Georgia each week, to Dr. T. B. Clower, State 
Veterinarian, of the State Department of Agriculture. 

These sales run from $4,000 to $70,000 paid farmers weekly for 
their livestock. The sale at Albany this week topped $70,183.91, 
paid for 725 cows and 115 hogs. 

Estimating sales at an average of $10,000 each, which is con- 
sidered conservative, means that $1,060,000 is being paid to Georgia 
farmers each week for their livestock, composed largely of cattle 
and hogs, with some goats and sheep included. 

This totals $55,000,000 annually, end it ie thought the figure will 
easily reach $75,000,000. When broiler sales are included, 45,574,- 
000 fowls sold in the State in 1949 for $82,977,000, brings the 
amount received by Georgia livestock farmers and broiler growers 
to well over $100,000,000 annually. 

Weekly livestock sales are held in approximately 80 counties, 
some counties having as many as three sales points in them. This 
means that these auctions are held in more than one-half of the 159 
counties in the State.

BURKE COUNTY VETS SET PACE

WAYNESBORO — The lowly 
yam is coming into its own in 
Georgia and returning “sweet” 
profits to growers as Burke Coun- 

f veterang today are 
paving the way for commercial 
production on a wide scale. 


Last year H. L. Mallard, VFTP 
instructor at. Wayneshoro, succeed- 
ed:in getting the farmers in his in- 
stitutional on-farm fraining class 
to look into enterpfises to supple- 
ment their cash income. “Previous- 
ly,” he said, “cotton was all they 
knew about or were interested in.” 
Seventeen of his 25 trainees be- 
came interested in disease-free 
sweet potatoes and decidéd to ex- 
ent with them on a small 
seale, producing only enough for 
home use. 

They ned and constructed 
an electrically heated frame bed 
in which they bedded 26 bushels 
of certified bunch Puerto Rico po- 
tatoes. Each trainee obtained 2,500 
slips from this bed. * 


ed curing house. Built according 
to recommendations of the Geor- 
gia Power Company, the small 
house was constructed as an ex- 
periment to determine the type 
house needed and the cost of cur- 
ing potatoes electrically, The 
Power Company furnis the 
heating element and put a check 
meter on the house. Total ex- 
penses of constructing the house 
were $77.45. 

Each trainee put in 10 bushels, 
leaving them for one week at a 
temperature of 85 degrees 
heit and at a relative humidity of 
85 to 90 per cent. After one week’ 
curing, a storing temperature 
50 to 55 degrees was maintained, 
According to Mallard, the cost of 
electricity for curing was 2.2 cents 
per bushel. The humidity was 
regulated by pouring water on the 
dirt floor. 


When the veterans started their 
potato project, other agriculture 
workers in the county were not 
very enthtsiastic about the idea.
